\\'bilu it must be said tliat iiolliinj; - 
as far m could be ascertained — of a de- 
tiiiitc character occurred ycstenlny af- 
fecting' the political crisis, tlie gi'iieral 
c-oiit^cnsns of oiiliiion anioii),' local iioliti- 
ciaiis is that the Liciiti'iiain-liovcriior'H 
rcsitliiatioii may be looked for at any mo- 
ment. Sir Wilfrid Laurier's declaration 
in the House of Commons yesterday is 
taken to indicate that the federal uuthor- 
itie.-i will not heeitate to accept His 
Honor's resignution immediately 011 the 
receipt ut Ottawa of the oiUcial returns 
.<liowing the result of the elf>ctioii6. It is 
nut thought that Lii'Ut.-Governor Melnnen 
will wait for this action, but will antici- 
patc it by as graceful a retirement an can 
lie niailc under tlie oircumKtance.". 

I'roiiiicr -Martin returned from N'ancon- 
ver lii.st eveninj;. interviewed hy 11 Col- 
onist rt'itrcsontative, he had notliinij to 
say for pulilicntion. lie heard uotliing of 
tho story that .Mr. IJrown wouUl rcr^ij^n 
and take the pcjcition of collector of 
customs for the port ot New Westiuiu- 
Eter. 

The rumor gained credence last even- 
ing, on tile authority id those wlio are 
alleged to lie in the I'rcmii'rV contidence, 
tliat -Mr. .Martin h:iK delermiiu'd to ten- 
der his resignution, but will not do so 
nntil after x\ii'. result of tlie opposition 
caucus at Vancouver 011 .Monday next irs 
made known, ilc will then, it is argued, 
be in a belter position than now to re- 
ciimniciui who jilionld be ciitrusteil with 
till' task of forming ii ^ovcniincut. 
Tlu' \'aiicouver World, .Mr. -Martin'a 
gan, has evidently made up its mind 
tliat tlu- Lienteiiant-tiiivcniur amy be ex- 
pected to resign. In its issue of yester- 
day it said, under the caption: "(iovernor 
May Uesigii"': "IliM Honor Iiieul.-( iov- 
ernor Mclimes may resign his pot^ition as 
iiliant of the gubernatorial chair in this 
lirovince. He liiir; iipou more than one oc- 
•asion intimated his iuteutiun of doing 
-o. Tlie oHlee to him for tt couple of 
vears linek has been Irksome and un- 
pleasant. He has endeavored to do hi« 
duty by the people and tlie constitution. 
That ho hax done so goes without say- 
Hut that lie will ibe dismiseed from 
olllce liy the Liberal sovemnieut is iiio 
veriest of nonsense." 

ICx-Spenker Higgins, interviewed by tlic 
TiiiK's on the crisis, said that Mr. .Mi - 
liiiK's' chief offence (supposing his action 
Inwards life Turner government to have 
licen coiuloned at Oltawa) lay in liis jier- 
mitliiig .Mr. .Aiiirtin to continue in of- 
lici' after it had been demonstrated that 
lie ccnildii't I'oria a govcrnnu'iit. Ili.-^ :ic- 
lion ill (li.siiiiKsiiig tlie Semlin government 
after lliey baiT been defeated by n vole 
of tile house was highly eommendnlile, 
liut his duty was to have called in the 
leader ot the opposition to form a minis- 
try instead ot Mr. Martin. 

"ifou think 'then th u his calling on Mr. 
Martin was unoonstitutiiiii;il 

"Irregular, hut lUil unconstitut iomil. 
There are pnx'edenls in t^upport of tliat 
Course. He may call on anyone whom lie 
»eeH ht, whether a member of the hotise 
or not. lie called on .Mr. He.iven in 
LSiKS. when he sliould Imve nskod Mr. 
Semlin to form a government. That 
couise was irregular, but not at varianro 
witli iirccedent. .Mr. .Martin had no fol- 
iowing in the house, but If the Governor 
thought he had liis act ij/ calling him in 
was justified." 

"'i'lien wliorein does the Guvernor'H of- 
fence lie?" 
"In nllowing Mr. Martin to continue in 

olllcc after it had 1 11 shown lhat he 

coiilda't form a giiveriiment "ivitliin a 
rea.snnuble limit of lime; in pcnnilting 
liim to delay tlic clei'tioiis for niori' than 
three months instead of fm-cing liim to 
face the counlry in tliirly da.vH, anil in 
signing sjiccial wiinanls fur the expendi- 
ture of iniblic niniieys: tlic very tiling he 
refused In do for the .'^cinlin and Tur- 
ner ministries, I'lui'lnct like tliis can- 
not be jiistiliu.l or i-uudnnod." 

"Btil siippivo lie refuser: to cull on Mr. 
.Martin to rct^ign befiji-c ilie house t-liall 
have met— is llicre !iiuliorily for tliat V" 
"Ves; our own jiroviiice rus'nishes 11 
precedent. Mr, Heaven's government 
was defeated at llie geiiefa] election in 
18S'J~.Iuly, I think— anil (iovernor (""orn- 
wall permitted him to continue in olllce 
till lie was di'fented by a vote of the 
hoiiric — 1 wu to oni' — in the followiiif; win- 
ter. M'hen defeated at the geiifral elec- 
tion in 1878, Mr. Mnekouzie n'lired a 
month or so later without meeting par- 
liament. In 1890 Lord Aberdeen dis- 
misoed Sir Cliarles Tupper before the 
meeting of parliament and called on Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier to form a government." 

"I'hen you think Mr. MelnncM wonhl 
be acting cDnstitutionnlly if he ehould 
iwnlt Mr. Martin's defeat in the 
house?" 

"No; I do not for the reason thn,t Mr. 
Martin has never formed a ministry 
witliin the meaning of the constitution. 
He has never given His Honor tlie bene- 
fit of the iHlvico of a full cabinet. Mr. 
Martin will probably resign almost at 
once; if not voluntarily he should be made 
to do eo." 

"Would bis remaining in power till the 
house meets be injurious to the coun- 
try?" 

■'Unquestionnhly. If lie should resign 
now a new ministry can be formed, and 
tlie niinisterH re-e!e<'t(>d before the house 
siiall meet on tho 5tli ,Inly. If Mr. Mar- 
tin should await an adverse vote of the 
house, the liiniso nnifit udjourn for at 
least three weeks to enable the elections 
to take iilace. Tliis means it delay of 
niontli at a time when the ciliuitry 
wnflering for legiplatioii and piiblie worl 
are at a standstill. 'I'he duty of tho 
Governor i.s to insist upon Mr. MartinV 
retirement at once."

A Letter 

From Kumassi 



Major Morris With a Native 
Force Has Reached the 
Town. 



Provisions and Ammunition Be- 
ing Husbanded to With- 
stahd a Siege. 



London, June 13.— The following de- 

.spatch has been received at the colonial 
ollice fnmi Col. Willcocks, in command 
of tlie Ashauti relief expedition: 

"Prahsu, June 12.— A letter has just 
been received from the governor of the 
Gold Coast, Sir V. II. Hodgson, dated 
Kumas.si, .hmc -1. It is as brief as; piw- 
sibie. 'i'he following is its substance. 
On several occasions unsuccessful at- 
teinptM have been made to get off letters. 
Ho informs me that he inclosed a copy of 
another of May U, which I have not re- 
ceived. 

"Kumassi is garrisoned by "IID native 
irooiis under im- commnud of Major .Mor- 
ris, acting eouimisKiouer and coinniand- 
ant of the Northern territory, who li:is 
succeeded in entering the place from llie 
uort li. 

Tile I''uropeaiis and oilier troo|is are '.ui 
short rations, 'i'lie sujiplies of amn;iiiii- 
tion at Kuuuis'ji are not sullleienr to al- 
low of offeusire measures, and must be 
husbanded ir. case of reinforcements not 
arriving. 

"The march for the relief of Kuniassi 
will be met by a greht number of rebels, 
who have constrjicti'd «tockaUes and put 
impediments in the way, such us trees. 
There are stockades surrounding Kunias- 
si. offering the rebels good Shelter. Tlie 
rebeis have places built up in trees and 
have tised them to open fire from. 

"The state of the health of the Kumas- 
si force is good, but 3.000 persons of the 
native community are in a state of dceti- 
tuti9D< Immediate assistance is required. 

"The reinforcements which have readi- 
ed 'the Gold Coast, moet of which have 
ero.-ssed the Proh, comprise 1(10 of the 
Lagos (Hauses) 'force, .'iO of the Sierra 
I>»'one frontier police, with Maxims and 
Held guns. These are in addilimi to tho 
Gold Coast constabulary and Gold Coast 
police. Further reinforcements amount- 
ing to iltX) men. are being sent from 
Sierra I.emie ami Northern ami South- 
ern Nigeria, and will reach Cape Coast 
in the course of a few days. 

"'I'he advance of the relieving force has 
been delayed by heavy rains, the <liHicul- 
ly of obtaiuiiig carriers, of -.vliom :2.000 
have arrived from Cape Coast, and jiro- 
cecded np the cnuniry on June 11." Col.

Kinpress would not object to the pres- 
ence of foreign troops in Cliinese terri- 
tory. 

\'agiie unofllciiil riiini>rs to this olTcct 
h;id been current, but the inforination 
re<'(dveil here to-<lay" wtis from siicli a 
hiuh ollieial soiifc,' as lo leave no doubt 
that the Dowajrer Kmiu'i'ss, who pracli- 
eally constitutes the government of 
Chiim. had made known this deterinina- 
lion not to (dijecl 10 tlie presence of the 
foreign troops. This clitinge of front 
canu' as a distinct surprise to otlicinls 
and ditiloiiiats, as all rejiorls up to this 
lime had picturi'd tho Empress as in- 
tensely hostile to the foreigners, and as 
tlie real spirit of the Boxers' anti-foreign 
uprising. 

The I'liiipress Dowager's ac(iuieseeiiie 
in the plans of the powers is fell to re- 
move a threatened complication, and at 
the same time to give (>vidence that the 
Emiiress Downier is no longer yielding 
to the ant i-foreigii clamiu'. 

Ill otlii'ial Kussian ipiarters tlie rumor 
that the Kmpress Dowager has sought a 
refuge at the Russian le;.'alion in I'ekin 
is discredited, and it is resented as a l)it 
of inspire<i intrigue, designed ti» crenle 
the impression that Uussiaii sympathy is 
with the anti-foreign eh'tiieiit. It is 
pointecl out that tlio Russians' course 
has been marked liy the utmost ri'siTvc. 
for v,hile it would have heen possible at 
any time to hind large fori'cs in (Uiiiiii. 
Ihi' Russian force actually landed has 
been eomparatiN ely iiisignitica nl. mainly 
for the ri-ason that Kiissia desires to he 
wholly free from any imputation of 
ulterior designs. 

LoiuliMi, .hinc i;;.— The murder of the 
secretary of the ,Iapanet<e legation at I'e- 
kin IS regarded as likely lo lead to seri- 
ous complications, but 110 de<-isiou lias 
been reached by .lapaii as to wliat poli- 
tical measures will he necestsary to meet 
the situation. Relative to tlii' reiiorls 
that the .Tapanese miiiititer at Pekin is 
pressing for the recognition of a .laium- 
etie >i,herc of intiucnce, to iiiolnde tho 
])rovinees of Cho Kiang. l'"o Kien ami 
Kiangc Si, it is pointed out thai- .lapan 
IniH already obtained a promise that tl'.e 
provinces of Vn Kien should not h" 
alienalcd, while Kiang, situated at ihe 
iiionth of the Yang Tse river, is in tlic. 
Brilir^h sphere, .lapan, therefore, is not 
likely to take ;i tste|i which might be dis- 
tasleful to (jreat Rrit.tin, wliose iiiter- 
eists in ('hina are similar to those of 
.lapan. 

Watshiiigloii. .Iiine 1,'!.— The state de- 
parinient has heard nothing olllcially 
.ihoiit Ihe repiirted killing of the Ameri- 
l aii missionary and the Japanese secre- 
tary of the legation at Pekin. In fact, 
nothing has been heard from Mr. Conger 
isinco his cablegram of lust night up to the 
close of ofllce hours. The news of lljo 
killing of the first American miseionary 
eau.sed a shock at the department, where 
it is reali«ed that this adds greatly to tlio 
gravity of the probh'in awaiting settle- 
ment by the dep.lrlnieiil.

Kitchener appears to have done souk 
very rapid work in getting down to 
Mcthucn's assistance and aiding hiui in 
inflicting a crushing defeat upon Dowcfs 
force that was nienaoii\g Roberts' lines 
of coinmuuicaticjii. The idTect of this 
victory will be very great and will 
enable Methnen to refcume his march 
across the Orange River Colony, if it is 
deemed best for him to follow up Steyn. 
Not much surprise need be felt at the 
temporary cut in the railway and tele- 
graph line. Hohi-rts advanced vi'ry 
rapidly, and it was clear from the de- 
spatches that the force, which had been 
operating along the Bechuannland 
frontier, had not been wholly accounted 
for.

Tbe general manager. .Mr. Cloustciii then 
Bald: In the statement submitted to j'ou 
toilay the principal ehaiif,'es v.'lih-h have 
taken place durlnR the past year are: the 
liabilities column shows an Increase In cir- 
culation of $700,000 and an lneren.se of $G,- 
.")00,000 In deposits bearlnR Interest while on 
the other side there Is a decrease of J.'i.SOO,- 
000 In the reserves held In Great Britain, 
and an Increase of .'jlO.GOO.OOO In loans. A 
considerable percentase of the latter In- 
crease representfi a legitimate de- 
mand frein eommerelnl customers for 
advances, arUlni; out of tbe more 
active nnd expanding conditions of 
trade. The remainder is employp<l in spe- 
cial operations of a temporary character 
which would proliatily be closed out In the 
next few months. Canada has (jood rennon 
to be well Bntisfte<l with the results of 
business for the Inst twelve months. From 
every province in the Dominion, with the 
exception of British Columbia, come reports 
of universal prosperity, active trade, good 
crops, and generally apeaklng, satisfactory 
prices. The lumber trade never was In 
better condition; while the dairy exports 
hav* only been limited by the extent o( the 
cold storage aecoramodatlon, which Is still 
lasnfftclent for the growing wants of the 
trade. Railroad earnings were the largest 
In the history of Canada, and the year euds 
In a blR70 of universal self-congratulation. 

For the comini; year there are some In- 
dications of over proihictlou. Htocks in 
the merchants' hands are too large, and In 
some districts collections are disappointing. 
In fact at tbe moment there Is somethinK 
of a <-heck, which, however, may prove 
highly salutary, if the commercial commun- 
ity will only proceed with caution tlirthe 
new crop Is assnred and matters have ad- 
Justed themselves on a more satisfactory 
basis. 

The finan'-e minister of f^inada has In'.ro- 
rtuced a number of amendments to the Hank 
Act, which are now before the house. They 
are the outcome of ten .vears" experience 
of the working of the present Bank Ai-t. 
and will no doubt matcriall.v ntrcngthen 
It, and make it a more workable measure. 



Full details of these amendments have np- 
pi'ared in the papers, and it la not necessary 
for me to refar to them here_;i 

Hon. George A. Druinmonfl, the vlce;Prcsl- 
dent, said: 1 do not doubt you will I't'celve 
with satisfaction the statements now laid 
before you and the osplnuatioiis of the gen- 
eral manager. The profits have enabled the 
directors to add one million of dollars to 
the rest, and imy the usual dividend of 
ten per cent, for the year. This rate of 
dividend has continued uubrokeu for twenty 
years, supplemented, however. In four of 
these years by a bonus. The addition of 
tbe rest Is fully justified, I think, by the 
changed conditions since the year 1884, 
when capital and rest first attained the 
proportions so long maintained of twelve 
ami six mlUlonS-EaJPCCtlvely. In IS.SI the 
combined capital, rest ami profit and loss 
account acKretfated $1.8,3(Xj,0OO; In V.KXI they 
were $19.i;;o.(:' i. Hut the total liabilities 
to the public, which in 1SS4 were ^'il.yil.tKlO 
had risen lu IIKX) to $5S,S22,0<Xt. 1 by no 
means desire to convey the Imiiression that 
the ability of the bank to meet its engage- 
ments depends on tbe size of Its rest, but 
obviously an increase of the rest Is quite 
In order, and no doubt will meet with your 
approval, as an lucreasod rest not only 
Sives additional stability but helps to steady 
the dividend. 

A further comparison of our condition 
in the year 1881 with the present time is 
interesting and Instructive. As already 
said, the liabilities of the bank had arisen 
from $20,000,000 In 1884 to $09,000,000 In 
IIXX). The number of agencies or branches 
had arisen from 31 to 52. The numbei7 of 
the staff had Increased from 200 to 502; 
The deposits had Increased from 
$22,688,000 to $ai, 445,000, and the 
loans In Canada had Increased from 
$.TO,000,000 to $53,500,000. So that to earn 
approximately equal profits, ihmlile the liusl- 
ness must be done and the I'ost of diduK' It 
proportioiialf'ly increased. 'Plic public, 
then-fore, Is vi'itliic Its hauUliij; liiisluess 
done for about half the prices ruling In 
1S,S-|. No doubt this is a suliatnntlal bcne- 
llt to all commercial and manufacturing' 
business. 

The boaril has had ocash)!! during the 
year to lament the suddi n ami unexpecS'd 
death of two of lis members, lltiu'li Mc-- 
l.ennan and \V. \V. c)-llvlc. and has rei-cu-d- 
cil Its deep sense «( the loss which the 
hank has experienced in helnn deprived of 
their prudent coanscls. The board considers 
Itself fortunate in having' bi'cn enablen t 
fill these vacancies by the eli-ction of Janie 
Uoss and It. (i. Held.

In the general trade and commerce of 
tbe country we find evidences of the period 
of prosperity Into which we have entered. 
Good linrvests nnd good prices, OHpeclally 
for dairy produce, have caused prosjjerity 
throughout the country. Immigration had 
been less rapid than can be wished, but 
with the activity in nil branches of trade 
and nuinufacture in tlie Mother Country, 
iiotblnK else could be anticipated. The 
himber Industry has been prosperous, and 
prices much above the average; the great 
destruction of sawed stuff nt Ottawa has. 
no doubt, temporarily ntTectiKl prices. The 
consumption of a special class of timber 
for the manufacture of paper pulp promises 
to have Important effects on some districts. 
It appears to me that enormous waste is 
going on in this matter, ana that some pro- 
cess of recover}- whereby this Indlspenslbie 
material can be used more than once Is 
looming In the future. Enormous strides 
are being taken lu this cotintr.v towards the 
production of iron and steel, and when the 
developments now in progress reach com- 
pletion, we may hope that l^anada will 
not only supply her own wants, but become 
a factor la the supply of forelun markets. 

Kuel has advanced materlully lu price, 
though to a smaller extent in tlils country 
than in Great Britain. This Is due to a 
considerable rise In wages and niuterlnls 
nnd supplies of nil kinds, and like the otiicr 
advances already noted, has an important 
iuQuencc in checking expansion. of business. 
It appears to me that the fact that steam 
coal of similar quality to Nova Scotia is 
costing more in Glasgow, Scotland, than In 
Montreal, may very well be recorded to 
the credit of our protective duty on tlie 
article, the Montreal coal having been car- 
ried nearly a thousand miles. At the pit 
head, (Canadian coal Is very much cheaper 
than at any point In Great Britain. 

Xo better evldeni'c of business activlt.v 
can be bad than the worU done by our great 
carrying companies. Taking the returns of 
the Grand Trunk and the Canadian Pacific 
rallivays ti get her, we get these figures. 

The gross earnings for the years IS!).") and 
1K!)9. under the following heads, compare as 
follows: Piissenger traffic, ISO."., .«l(i,i:{:i000 
IHlilt, $12.8;!ll,000; an advance of per 
cent.

The North American steamship companies 
have had a fairly prosperous year; many 
of ihclr vcsBels have found profitable em- 
ployment In the TariouR transport services 
connected with the South African war, and 
the decreased tonnage thus ovailable for 
their regular trade has tended to enhance 
freight rntcfl, more especially on export 
carKoes. The rolnmc of imports caTrie<l by 
the Canadian lines was somewhat lees than 
during the previous twelve months, the 
frelglit rates were somewliut dearer nnd the 
number of vessels fewer. Tbe volume of 
exports was smaller, and the average of 
freight rates, more especially on grain and 
provisions was higher. Tbe current sea 
son has opened favorably, and the volunu 
of ex[M)rt traffic Is likely to be fully equal 
to the available tonnage dnring the next 
two or three months. The imssenger traf 
fic was moderately satisfactory, and thi 
companies anticipate a free movement Ixith 
eaHthounil anil westbound during the yea 
They complain of the large advance In tl 
i price of coal and of the enhanced wages, 
! hilt their profits are, nevertheless, said to 
be adequate.

ill the last five years, therefore, tlie ex- 
cess in value of lotai exports over total 
Imports has been $44,153,300, and this ex- 
cess of exports over Importfi hos happened 
only once before In the history of Canada, 
I.e., in ISSO. 

One Important evidence of better 1 lines is 
to be found in tbe comparative immunity 
from I088CH by businesH failures which In 
the respective years are ns follows: 1800, 
$17,300,000; 1808. $10,000,000; ISOO, $10,727,- 
000. If we accept the rclgnln gstagnatlon 
on the stock exchange dne to a general 
pause in speculation nnd dearer money, the 
indications are of a continuation of good 
times. It Is probable that some revival 
win be consequent on a decline In tbe cost 
of staple raw materials which app^^ars prob- 
ulde. It Is iraposstble to follow the progress 
Of all branches of trade, but the general 
result, with some special exceptions. 'Sktl"-' 
same, full employment, press o£ luismess. 
good prices, advanced wages. In the mld- 
dl<> of all this we are apt to forget that 
bud times will recur, there are evidences 
already, however slight, of a reaction. The 
high prices of Iniuher and labor are causing 
a cessation of building, and Iron iind steel 
are getting cheaper.

.N'othing In recent times has i.xcltcd so 
Intense an Intoresi la this cninitry as the 
war la .■<ouih .Africa, now happily drawing 
to an iMicI, lis progress ilay by day. Indeed, 
hour hy hoiii-. has been walclicil with fevi'r- 
Ish anxiety. The successful relief of the 
heroic beleagurcd garrisons of I.ailysinlth, 
KInilierley and Mafeking. ami the capture 
of the Boer centres has given occasion for 
general ri'Jolclags. That a coUHlderablo 
body of Ciinailhin voUmteer soldiers sent out 
by the Dominion have, for the first time In 
our history, been fighting on nnothcf con- 
tinent, side by side with the best soldiers 
of the empire, and proving tbemaolvcH by 
conrage and soldierly qualities equal to the 
honor, has intensified our Interest. To our- 
selves It Is n source of pride that among 
them Is a corps of mounte<I Infantry, con- 
sisting of 580 men, equipped, armed, and 
carried to tbe seat of war through the llli- 
crallty of the president of this bank. Heavy 
as Is the price exacted In war for any liene- 
flts— not in treasure nlone, for that Is sec- 
ondar>'— but In blood, Canadians now occupy 
a place among the nations not hitherto 
accorth'd them, and can realize as never 
before that their country Is part and par- 
cel of ;he einplri', while the most distant 
shore where our U:ip files Is but a portion of 
oar heritage. 

No one who has made himself acualnt- 
ed with the facts can doubt that the war 
was not only a Just and most righteous 
hat also an unavoidable one, or only to be 
escaped by Great Britain confessing her- 
self tinahle to protect her citizens, ami 
ahaiidonlng all pretensions to Inipi'rial 
power, I hall the rcsndve that (he terri- 
tories now ronqiicred at such a lieavy price, 
shall he held nailer the British llai:. with 
the security of life, liberty and property 
wlilcU It everywhere guarantees. 

This hank, departing In some measure 
from precedent, has contrlbute<I liberally 10 
luijierlal and home organizations, having 
the care of our soldiers nnd their depen- 
dents for their object; for this 1 do not 
doubt you will give your approval. Our 
duty would not be done If we foil to re- 
cognize to the full how much this little 
force has necomplisbwl for the credit and 
best Interests of Canada, and prove our 
gratitude by deeds. I will move: •'That the 
report of the directors now read be adopted 
and printed for distribution among thi' 
sh:ireliolders."

Steamor Willapa, whioh returned yes- 
terda.}' maruiug from Wu.«t Coast ports, 
brought ii story of the tiiiding of wreck- 
age bj l idiaiis fioiii the raueheries near 
t;ity"<>(juoi, while s^'aliiig off the coast 
about the end of May. The wreckage 
( oiisisted for the most part of small 
d.retjsed lumber, window sashes, 
cuset; of oranges, and eoal oil 
J'o.xLts. It was all foiuul lloaliiig of 
the eoast. The liiiil of the ludiaiis i 
believed to be part of the deck-load <> 
oue ot the small selioi iiers wliich havi 
sailed of late from the Sound and Paciti 
Coast points for Nome. It is not thought 
that the finding of the wreckage means 
that some vessel has met with disaster, 
for the llotsam found by the liuiiaiis is 
such as usually compri.si's the deck-load 
of a vessel. No alarm is therefon.' felt 
for the safety of any of tlie cruft by 
.shipiiing men. The wreckage was found 
soon after the big blow of some week 
.igo, which washed down some of th 
Indian huts along thee coast. 

The Coast Indians were reported to li 
earning mauy dollars in the pursuit of 
the sealskin saciiues an natuiel off the 
coast. One of the Clayoquot Indians 
took twelve iu one day, which lie sold to 
the storekeepers for .'j;!-! per skiu, thu 
earning $ll).S for his day's work. 
.Vnother Indian took seven in one day. 
and others are reported to have made 
very go<«l catches. It is easy to sec that 
the Indian becomes quite iudepeudent, 
and the sealers are having a Hard time 
to get them to accept the rates hereto- 
fore paid. When the Willapa loft, uc 
cording to sealing men who weut up to 
get crews, the Indian hunters wanted .'$7 
lier skin for each canoe. 

The schooners Ocean liover and 
(Jeneva, the lirst two to leave for th 
(^oast, were seeu at Uclulet getting their 
crews. Sevenil crews also came down 
on the Willapa and joined schooners of 
the tieet getting ready in the upper har- 
bor. 

From Wreck Bay comes news that 
work is progressing favorably but slowly, 
as the luiners are only working a small 
gold-saving luucliine. The arrangements 
have, though, now been inaile for the 
flume, and development will soon be 
comnieiieed on a much larger scale. 

The Willapa brings uews of the poll- 
ing at tile ('oast poitits, which gu've Neill 
.111 increased majority. There was only 
one iioini which gave an opponent a 
majority, and this -was at Clii.voiiuot, 
wheie Thompson received 11 votes and 
.N'eill ,■». Moses McGregor, who was re- 
turning oUicer at Port Ilughes, was one 
of the steamer's passengers.

The followlngr incident Is from a letter 
by Mr. B. W. Smith, the London Moralug 
Ledger war corrospondent. 

About the iiilildle of the afternoon an 
j'xcltlug Incident occurred. The main body 
of the division bad passed Ohrtstlan Rekli- 
tcr's farmhouse, above which two white 
llagB were dlnplnyed. It was from this place 
we had been flreil upon from the cover of 
the flag of suhmlsslou on the previous after- 
noon. Still, wo were leaving it unmolested. 
No doubt we should have continued to do 
so but for an act of hi)..--1lllty which literally 
set everyone's |>assliiiis on tire. \ shot 
was Hiiildeiil.v tlri'd at random Into our army 
1 illdii't hear It. Bat tills Is no wonder. 
What with the rmiiliUng of a convoy, accom- 
Iiaiiled by tile livHtiTlcal screamlags of 
teamsters, who uhc whips live times iis long 
MS a London i.abhy's, .iiid c.-ni gel ten times 
as iiuii'li noise out of them on one siile, and 
a slugliig. whistling, laughlug, talklni; army 
on the other. It would have been a marvel 
to have heard one's own voice without 
shouting. The first Inttipntlon, therefore, 
that I had of anything happening was the 
sight of n troop of Uoberts' Horse gullo|dug 
like mud Into tho fonustoad. Convoy 
drivers aud coniluctors who were nearest 
the buildings followed the rush. 1 liurrleci 
across to see what was the matter. The tlrst 
sight that met my gaze was that of a .scon- 
of men, some with their feet on the necks 
of turkeys, ducks, and fowls, others holdhiK 
their necks In their clenched liaiuls and 
swlngliig the birds as they would Indian 
clubs. The scene was absolutely funny, 
but It revolted me ns 1 imagined It was 
ail niijustlilable raid oil private 7)roperty. 
Then I met an otllc'T. He was fiale with 
exi'l'euieiil. 

"What'.H the trouble?" I asked. "The 
beggars lia\e llred on lis from under tiu)s<.' 
Hags," he reiilleil. ""'•Vi' are going to burn 
the |)lace down over their heads." 

Ah he spoke a column of smoke curled 
up from the dveillng house, (^lulcker than 
It takes lue to tell the storv I discovered 
that the women aud children belonging to 
till' lioiiiOKtead had been discovered hidden 
la an outhouse, and were given leave to save 
as much bedding and personal clothing as 
they could while several troopers were occu- 
pied pouring paraffln about the flooring and 
walls of the bonne. Then Are was put to the 
place. Within Ave mlnntes the dwelling 
was ablar.e. Still the" women folk rushed 
In and out trytng to save what they could 
from the dcstrnctlon that threatened nil 
their bplonglngs. I watched the white flag, 
now obscured by the great clouds of black 
smoke, theu plainly visible with a spite- 
ful tlaiue darted up and .seemed to clear 
the smoke for an Instant. It was a terrible 
sight, more Htlrrliig than the orillnary town 
tire, because one fcdt that it was an army's 
snnimar.v Justice. 

If I had not felt— and felt strongly— that 
the punishment was thoroughly deserved 1 
should have turiii'i! from the scene sick and 
r(.vnltcil. Iliit there was no doubt that re- 
pi'atcd acts of lioHtlllty had been conmiltted 
from tills farm under shelti-r of the white 
Hags iirounil wliich the llanies were now 
playing, ao pity had to be stifled when there 
was the conviction that Justice was being 
done.
